Dear Stakeholders - We are planning for our monthly meeting in September on Tuesday the 22 nd 
in Durango. We will meet at the new County Commissioner meeting room, 6:30 - 9:00. We 
will send out an agenda and address in a few days. 
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Below is an email from CPW about recent fish surveys that should be of interest. I’ve also 
added the attachments to the email. 


Hi Peter, 


Ironically, the fishery looks better than it did last year but we are still not seeing enough 
recruitment of younger trout to support enough large or quality fish to meet the Gold 
Medal "quality standard". I attached a table with the most recent survey results. I also 
attached the analysis of the 10 trout fillets collected post spill. The CDPHE has still not 
decided whether to test the 108 sentinel fish we put out. The fish probably did not eat 
much so there may be no metal accumulations in the organs but we will see what they 
want to do. We will test the organs for dissolved metals in 10 fish we collected for fillet 
analysis. Also, I don't have results from our fry shocking but we did catch brook trout 
fry, speckled dace, mottled sculpin, and some brown trout fry as far up as Baker's 
Bridge this week. In the Durango area, mottled sculpin actually spawned between our 
first fry shocking (7/16) and this week's shocking (9/2).
